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1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The rejection of claims 148,150 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement for the reasons elaborated in the 
previous Office Action is withdrawn in view of the amended claims. 

3. Claims 145-149 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

There is no support in the specification as originally filed for the recitation of 
"hetero bifunctional antibody capable of crosslinking CD4" in claims 145/148. Whilst the 
application discloses "For instance heterobifunctional antibodies are capable of 
crosslinking CD4 and .alpha. .beta.TCR by interacting with both molecules on the 
surface of the cell.", the specification does not disclose heterobifunctional antibody 
capable of crosslinking CD4 wherein the antibodies encompass antibodies that bind a 
second ligand other than alpha/beta TCR. There is no written description of the scope of 
the claimed invention in the specification as originally filed (aka the claimed invention 
constitutes new matter).

6. The rejection of claims 145-150 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hu et al. for the reasons elaborated in the previous Office Action is withdrawn in view of 
the amended claims. 

7. The rejection of claims 145-150 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Denardo et al. for the reasons elaborated in the previous Office Action is withdrawn in 
view of the amended claims. 

8. Claims 145-149 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Khawli et al. (US 5,194,594) as evidenced by Hu et al. 

Khawli et al. teaches treatment of human disease including cancer with iv (aka injected) 
Lym-1 antibody (wherein said antibody inherently binds HLA-DR on B cells/B cell 
lymphoma cells as evidenced by Hu et al., page 156, first paragraph) and diphtheria 
toxin (aka bacterial byproduct) (see abstract, Example 1, column 15, last two 
paragraphs, column 16, Example 19). Khawli et al. indicate that said antibody binds B 
cell lymphoma cells (see column 5, fifth paragraph). The functional properties seen 
upon administration of said agents in vivo are an inherent property of said method.
